COURT “NERVES.” 
(To the Editor-of the China Mail. 


. Sir,—Under the shove heading 
you yesterday ‘published an 
American -Attorney’s opinion on 
the practice in Hongkong Courts,

Mr. Armstrong, the American 
you quote, based his opinion on 
the effect. such isolation must 
have on the nerves of the pri- 
soner, particularly where the 
trial necessitates all day sittings. 
But it is this Jatter word “sit- 
tings” which leads: me to make 
my protest. “The Chinese have 
‘no nerves, they are not sensitive 
‘enough to feel thé strain which a 
European would who could appre. 
ciate the significance of the issues 
at stake’—that is the reply that
